Albert Norden, a member of | 
the Politburo of East Germany 
stirred up his followers with a 
passionate speech recalling 
Premier Khrushchev’'s 
demand that the Western Al- 
lies clear out of West Berlin 
and turn it over to the East 
Germans. 

“The Berlin occupation stat- 
ute and foreign troops must 
go,”’ Norden shouted. 

A red banner ac ross the vast 
hall proclaimed: “The battle | 
for the normalization of Ber- 
lin must become a matter for 
all opponents of the atom 
war” 

Outside the Sportspalast, a 
taxicab driver said as he 
watched the demonstration: 

“This reminds me of the old 
days. But actually it is nothing 
compared to the old days.

They 
billed the rally as the kickoff 
of their drive to get out the 
vote. The chances of getting 
out the vote appeared slim 

More than 80 per cent of

—The State Division of Health 
is able to perform only 35.5 
per cent of the duties required 


of it by law, with the funds 
made available to it by the’ 
Legislature, Dr. Henry M.| 
Hardwicke, acting director, re- 
ported to Gov. James T. Blair 
late yesterday. 

Dr. Hardwicke said the de- 
partment had asked for “a very 
substantial increase” in funds 
for the two fiscal years begin- 
ning next July 1. He submitted 
to Blair a report on depart- 
ment needs for use in prepara- 
tion of the governor's budget 
recommendations to the Legis- 
lature convening in January. 

For the 1958-59 year ending 
next June 30, the Health De- 
partment has a state appropria- 
tion of $1,400,000 for opera- 
tions, Dr. Hardwicke said. 

Blair said no figure had been 
adopted yet for the budget rec- 
ommendation for the depart- 
ment, “but I will make rec- 
ommendations to the Legisla- 
ture as to the needs.” 

“Dr. Hardwicke did not 
name a specific figure, but 
said at a conference with the | 
Governor, “if we get what we | 
request we can raise the 35.5 | 
per cent to about 50 per cent.” |

Other Health Needa. 


Dr. Hardwicke, as another | 


example of needs, noted that 
prematurity is the greatest 
cause of death among infants. 
Hundreds of premature babies 
had been saved in the prema- 
ture centers now operating in 
the state, but more were need- 
ed, he said. 

“Missouri has two such cen- 

ters,“ he continued. “It needs 
six. What is baby’s life worth?” 
Some other examples of need 
noted by Dr. Hardwicke were: 

Only 26 per cent of the 
public water supply in the 
State can be properly super- 
vised with present funds and 
staffs, and only 27 per cent 
gf semi-public water supplies 
can be evaluated. 

The division now ean in- 
spect only 24 per cent of the 
public sewer systems and 
only four per cent of the 
semi-public systems. 

Inspection is possible now 
for only 48 per cent of ho- 
tels subject to it, and 62 
per cent of the motels. 

Staff limitations now per- 
mit inspection of only 53 per 
cent of bottled beverages 
manufactured in the state. 

Only 35.5 per cent of the 
and drugs processed and sold 
in the state, and only 14 per 
cent of food sold at whole- 
sale and retail! can be inspect- 
ed with available staff and 
funds. 

Only 35.3 per cent of the 
health programs required by 
state law can now be imple- 
mented by thedivision. 

“All of these situations re- 
late to the health and safety 
of every family,” the director 
said 

“Millions in medical and hos- 
pital costs could be saved each 
gear,’ Dr. Hardwicke reported 
te Blair, “if proper immuniza- 
tion against contagious dis- 
eases were instituted in every 
community. 

“Every child unimmunized 
and unvaccinated is a potential 
menace to your child. The cost

“1. Legal segregation, or 
any form of compulsory seg- 
regation, in itself and by its 
very nature imposes a stig- 
ma of inferiority upon the 
segregated people... 

. It is a matter of his- 
torical fact that segregation 
in our country has led to 
oppressive conditions and 
the denial of basic human 
rights for the Negro.” 

The bishops noted that in a 
1943 statement they had dis- 
cussed “the problems faced by 
Negroes in obtaining the rights 
that are theirs as Americans.”

Very few persons outside the 
sacred circle of those having 
clearance realize how enor- 
mously American and Western 
defense theory has already 
changed in the Eisenhower 
years. To begin with, any idea 
of maintaining true offensive 
capability has long since been 
abandoned by the Eisenhower 
policy-makers. 

The First Blow. 

You have no offensive capa- 
bility, very obviously, if you 
dare not strike the first blow 
In an exchange of nuclear 
weapons, no nation can even 
think about striking the first 
blow without full confidence 
of meeting one central require- 
ment. The first blow must be 
heavy enough to prevent or 
cripple the return blow. Other- 
wise, the price of striking the 
first blow will be the immedi- 
ate destruction of the nation 
that strikes it. 

When President Eisenhower 
took office, the American Stra- 
tegic Air Command still had 
the power to strike the first 
blow, but Soviet nuclear strik- 
ing power was already growing 
fast. and the Eisenhower, Ad- 
ministration decided 
make the great effort to main- 
tain the American lead 

Hence. SAC lost its true of- 
fensive capability rather early. 
The Dulles doctrine of “mas- 
sive retaliation” became mas- 
sive nonsense not long after it 
was proclaimed 

Power to Retaliate Lost. 

Secretary Dulles was talking 
about striking a nuclear first 
blow in retaliation for non-nu- 
clear aggression. The United

States lost the power to re- 
taliate in this manner by 1956, 
because by then SAC was no 
longer able to prevent or 


cripple the Soviet return blow 

This did not mean, however, 
that the. Soviets could.in turn 
begin to think about striking 
a nuclear first blow. Even to- 
day, the Soviets are just as un- 


able to prevent or cripple 
SAC’s return blow as SAC is 
unable to prevent or cripple 


their return blow. 

In this precariously balanced 
situation. all the actions of 
each side are limited by the 
other side’s nuclear deterrent. 
This effect was clearly visible 
even in such a strange local 
conflict as the fight at Que- 
moy. 

On the American side, the 
President at once tore up all 
his previous “bigger bang for 
a buck” directives authorizing 
our armed forces to use tac- 


tical nuclear weapons in al- 
most any kind of local military 
spat. By the same token, the’ 


Soviets clearly held back the 
Chinese Communists, in order 
to avoid an uncontrollable wid- 
ening of the war. 

The Great Persuader. 

One side was deterred from 
using tactical nuclear arms. 
The other side was deterred 
from bringing to bear the full 
weight of its conventional 
armaments. In both cases, the 
other side’s strategic nuclear 
deterrent was the great per- 
suader. 

But what will happen when 
the balance of the nuclear de- 
terrent changes again, during 
the period of the missile gap 
that now lies ahead? 


In order to answer this ques- |

tion coherently, it is 
all necessary to note that your 
true nuclear deterrent is what 
the other side thinks will be 
left over after their first blow 
For the other side is certainly 
not going to be deterred by 
airplanes they count on de- 
streying on the ground and 
bombs they believe will not be 
delivered. 

Having noted this crucial 
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point, it is then necessary to 
make a series of subtractions 
from the existing strengths of 
the American nuclear deter- 
rent, in order to allow for the 
progress of Soviet arms. Above 
all, subtractions must be made 


because the Soviets are ex- 
pected to have a full panoply 
of intermediate and intercon- 


tinental-range ballistic missiles 
by the end of 1962 or 1963. 
Short-Range Aircraft. 
Subtraction No. 1 will be re- 
quired because of the neutral- 
ization of the American over- 


Seas air bases by Soviet inter- 
mediate-range missiles. Even 
in 1962, approximately three- 


quarters of SAC’s total striking 
power will be composed of 
short-range B-47 aircraft, which 
are heavily dependent on the 
overseas bases.

Having made this third sub- 
traction, the Soviet war plan-

It occurs to this bewildered 
voter that the League of Women 
Voters would be willing to take 
responsibility for a project for 
hospitalized voters. Perhaps they 
could compose a simple form let- 
ter explaining what is necessary 
and how to accomplish it. The 
letter could be placed on food 
trays several days prior to elec- 
tion or made available to inter- 
ested patients through the hos- 
pital’s personnel office. 

Such a letter would clarify ab- 
sentee voting procedures for reg- 
istered voters who may be hos- 
pitalized on election day only 
once in a lifetime, but would like, 
nevertheless, to exercise their 
franchise.

Gen. Phillips is seeing a very 
superficial aspect of the Jordanian 
crisis when he blames it on Presi- 
dent Nasser of the United Arab 
Republic or the Voice of Cairo. 


Jordan is an excellent example 
of biting off more than you can 
chew. King Hussein is not the 
courageous and freedom-loving 
young man portrayed by the 
American press. He is a selfish, 
stubborn dictator who rules his 
country by martial law. 

In 1948 Jordan annexed that 
part of Arab Palestine that was 
not occupied by Israel without 
taking into consideration § the 
wishes of the Palestinians. At 
the time the population of Jor- 
dan was less than half a million, 
whereas the Palestinians num-

The Best Plan Yet 


Freeholder Bryan Purteet’s latest metro- 
politan-district plan strikes us as the best of 
the five proposals now formally before the 
Metropolitan Freeholders. 

Unlike Mr. Purteet’s earlier plan, this one 
would create a metropolitan government of 
strictly limited powers. New functions could 
be added when and if the people found them 
necessary. Mr. Purteet’s district would tackle 
those area-wide problems that the university 
political scientists who conducted the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey found could not now 
be handled by either St. Louis or St. Louis 
county alone. 

The plan’s great virtue is that it provides 
the means for doing what has to be done with- 
out dragging in extraneous and emotion-laden 
questions like municipal and school-district 
consolidation. 


Freeholders Shewmaker and McClellan 
made a persuasive case at Thursday night’s 
meeting for their municipal county plan as 
an alternative. There is something most ap- 
pealing about the idea of sweeping all local 
governments away and starting out afresh 
with one big municipality and one big school 
district. But sensible men must recognize 
that this is not the way progress is usually 
made. 

. . > 

While it is brave and dashing to “go for 
broke,” this is not the course of prudence 
and common sense. Trying for one massive 
reform or nothing would most likely give us 
nothing, and set back the cause of attainable 
metropolitan reorganization for years to come. 


It is not merely a matter of trying to 
guess what the voters would do on any given 
plan. It is a matter of soberly assessing the 
will of the community. The Metropolitan 
Survey made such an assessment. Its survey 
of citizen opinion revealed wide hostility to 
the absorption of the county by the city gov- 
ernment —and that in substance is what 
Messrs. Shewmaker, Vatterott and McClellan 
are proposing. On the other hand, the Sur- 
vey found “a large majority” in both city 
and county support the idea of a limited dis- 
trict to handle metropolitan problems. These 
findings are confirmed by every other test 
of community sentiment. 

Would it not be folly to fly in the face of 
the clear evidence that merger is against the 
public will, and a metropolitan district in 
conformity with it?

One flaw in the new Purteet plan is that 
it makes no provision for bringing the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Sewer District into the new 
district. The sewer function is demonstrably 
one that neither city nor county alone can 
handle. In our view it belongs inside the 
metropolitan tent that Mr. Purteet wants to 
erect. Leaving it outside would be a needless- 
ly costly piece of expediency. The taxpayer 
would then be supporting two administrative 
overheads. Both agencies would be in per- 
petual competition for tax support. 


Also questionable is the proposal to give 
the district power to collect all local taxes. 
This might be a desirable assignment for the 
district in the long run, but it is not essential, 
Taxes are now being collected on a satisfac- 
tory basis in both city and county. The as- 
sessment function, however, must be handled 
by the district to provide uniform valua- 
tions and a fair sharing of the tax load. 

The other major functions Mr. Purteet as- 
signs to the district—traffic, transit, planning, 
industrial development—are clearly metropol- 
itan in nature. No existing government can 
possibly solve the problems these functions 
present. If the Freeholders keep their eyes 
on metropolitan needs, they are likely to find 
Mr. Purteet’s new plan an attractive means of 
meeting them. 


The Champions of the Land 


Harvard’s football team, we are happy to 
note, is doing better than last year when Yale 
administered the worst defeat in the history 
of “the game.” We are also happy to note 
that last year was not nearly the disaster it 
appeared to be. According to the Harvard 
Newsletter, the Cantabs “topped the Ivy 
League in over-all varsity vfetories.” By 
counting “all games, both intra- and extra- 
league” in all sports, the Newsletter came up 
with 215 victories, 68 losses and 5 ties for a 
percentage of .676 against Dartmouth’s .640 
and Yale’s 615. But Yale got the goal-posts. 
This year they should go to Harvard. At 
least that is the fierce hope of 10,000 men of 
Harvard. 


Techniques of Deadlock 


The United States’ submission of a draft 
treaty on nuclear tests suspension at the Ge- 
neva conference is an apparent bid to break 
the deadlock which threatens that gathering 
with futility. As such, it should, if the Rus- 
sians want to be reasonable, furnish at least 
a basis for a start of discussions. But the 
question whether the Russians, want to be 
reasonable cun‘inves without so much as the 
hint of an answer so far. 


In the surprise attacks conference at Ge- 
neva, as well as in the talks on nuclear tests 
suspension, the Soviet delegates have adopted 
destructive tactics. They insist upon jumping 
to broad conclusions without taking any of 
the steps necessary to reach those conclusions, 
They insist upon offering and accepting all- 
inclusive promises without any means what- 
ever of insuring to either side that the prom- 
ises will be-kept. And they insist on over- 
loading a conference on one almost-insoluble 
subject with so many other almost-insoluble 
subjects that progress becomes hopeless. 


In pursuit of these tactics, the Russian dele- 
gates have demanded that the United States 
and Britain renounce nuclear tests forever 
before any agreement is reached on making 
the agreement effectual. They have tried to 
turn technical talks on surprise attack into 
political talks, which the West had already 
ruled out. And in the U.N. the Russian dele- 
gation has attempted to make solution of 
these questions inseparable from solution of 
the questions of air bases, existing nuclear 
weapons, and control of space. 


The Kremlin may hope that these sweeping 
but essentially empty proposals may look 
idealistic to the nations it is seeking to per- 
suade of its good intentions; but whether they 
look idealistic or not, they are wildly imprac- 
tical, and it does not require great power of 
analysis to discern as much. 


If it persists in the course it has marked 
out so far, the Soviet Union can produce no 
other result than to wreck the two current 
Geneva conferences and convict itself of hav- 
ing participated in them in bad faith. If both 
sides are honestly dedicated to the proposi- 


tion of getting something done at these talks, 
any starting point that is not impossible on 
the face of it would séem preferabléto no 
starting point at all. Does not the draft treaty 
proffered by the United States offer the pos- 
sibility of becoming such a starting point? 
We should think that it does. The question 
that only the Soviet Union can answer for 


itself is whether or not it sincerely wants to — 


make a start at any practical point. 


Overtures to Senator Johnson 


A notable sign of the political times js the 
fact that since the Republican debacle at the 
polls, the Eisenhower Administration has 
given two diplomatic assignments to Demo- 
cratic Senator Lyndon Johnson of Texas. 
First, the Senate Majority Leader accepted 
White House designation to speak at the 
United. Nations in support of the United 
States resolution for the peacefyl uses of 
outer space. Now Senator Johnson has agreed 
to go to Mexico to discuss with President- 
elect Adolfo Lopez Mateos ways of improving 
relations between his country and its big 
neighbor north of the Rio Grande. 


Both assignments are worthwhile and in 
each instance there. is a particular appropri- 
ateness in extending the invitation to Lyndon 
Johnson. He has made the matter of sound 
international regulations for outer space a 
proper concern. His state has a long, com- 
mon boundary with Mexico and he has, as a 
consequence, a special interest in mutual 
good will with our sister republic. Doubtless 
Senator Johnson will acquit himself well on 
both assignments. 


Yet it is hard to see these overtures to Sen- 
ator Johnson as the bipartisan bid for his 
services they would have been if they had 
been extended in the first year or two of the 
Eisenhower tenure. Only three Democrats 
have had assignments of any significance in 
foreign affairs from the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. David K. E. Bruce, a Democratic 
career diplomat, is now Ambassador to Ger- 
many. The late Senator George of Georgia 
and former Representative Richards of South 
Carolina, after yeoman service for Eisen- 
hower foreign policies, and particularly in 
behalf of the Formosa resolution, were given 
overseas assignments. Senator George lived 
only a short time after his retirement, and the 
Richards mission has been completed. 


Adlai E. Stevenson spent a brief period 
“advising” Secretary Dulles on Middle East 
problems after the Suez debacle of 1956, but 
his advice was not.taken and nothing came of 
the venture. Unfortunately Mr. Dulles seems 
to feel his vague bipartisan urges mainly 
when he is in trouble. When things are 
going well, he can’t see the slightest need for 
Democratic help. 


A restoration of bipartisanship in foreign 
relations could be a wholesome thing if it re- 
vived the constructive inter-party relations 
that obtained in the Vandenberg-Connally pe- 
riod. The question now is whether President 
Eisenhower has not waited too long. Under 
the circumstances it is just as important that 
the Democratic membership, with its 2 to 1 
lead in the Senate, be free to proyide needed 
criticism of the Eisenhower-Dulles policies 
as it is for the Democrats to help the Ad- 
ministration out of its election troubles. 


Postage vs. Cultural Exchange 


Postmaster General Summerfield is to be 
commended warmly on the decision of his 
department not to advance the postage on 
overseas printed matter to the rates previ- 
ously set for January 1. The increase as an- 
nounced presumably would have added about 
$8,000,000 in revenues. This is not a small 
sum and every million that reasonably can 
be saved ought to be saved. Yet this would 
be a false economy since it is most desirable 
that Americans send-many pounds of books, 
magazines, newspapers and sheet music every 
year to their friends and hoped-for friends 
overseas. Undoubtedly the full increase would 
have discouraged much of this cultural ex- 
change and that would have been a loss not 
in any way to be made up by the additional 
postal revenue. We can be sure Moscow is not 
allowing postal costs to hold up its propagan- 
da flow to India and Southeast Asia. 


Caught in a Cross-Fire 


Evidently concluding that they had done all 
they could for public education in Little Rock, 
five of the six members.of the school board 
have resigned. They had acted in good faith 
under federal court orders to support mod- 
erate integration in the high schools. For 
this they were repaid by Gov. Faubus and 
his following with insults and school closings. 


Before resigning, the five members agreed 
to $19,741 in severance pay for School Super- 
intendent Virgil T. Blossom, who had helped 
to build a fine school system. The resignations 
made it easier to perform this act of justice, 
and in the long run can do no damage to the 
schools or integration. For Little Rock will 
elect a new school board in. less than a month, 
The state courts may appoint an interim 
board first. But any school beard will remain 
subject to the federal court orders for in- 
tegration. 


So the issue facing Little Rock remains 
just as it was. If the citizens want good public 
high schools, they must permit integration. 
So far the answer has been to close these 
schools and to substitute hastily-created, more 
expensive and less effective private schools. 
‘The price for segregation is the wreckage of 
sound public education. The five school board 
members thought the price was far too high, 
and when hysteria subsides, the people of 
Little Rock should agree with them. 


Dame Gossip Meets the Queen 


Queen Mother Elizabeth was unquestionably 
kind to a gossip columnist she met at the Wom- 
en’s Press Club in London, and perhaps too 
kind to the institution of gossip. Evidently she 
was taken aback when her question, “What do 
you do for your paper?” was answered, “Gos- 
sip,” for at first she said only “Oh,” with a 
pause for reflection. Then she added gracious- 
ly, “That’s all right, I suppose, if it’s kept 
within bounds. Then it can be quite gay.” 

Gossip is often a number of things, begin- 
ning with malicious. Frequently it is false. 
Usually it is trivial. It may betoken envy or 
insecurity in the gossiper more surely than it 
reflects unfavorably upon the object of the 
gossip. But perhaps, as Queen Mother Eliz- 
abeth’s comment suggests to us, all this may 
be the fault of the gossip-monger rather than 
of the genre itself. If there is going to be any 
of it at all, we rather agree with the Queen 
Mother—gossip should be gay.

Pakistan: Nation With a Bad Psychosis 


Impoverished and Unstable, It Seems Not to Have Any Positive Reason for Being

Before he also lost his job, Iskan- 
der Mirza, then Provisional Presi- 
dent of Pakistan, sought to justify 
the liquidation of his country’s par- 
liamentary government, constitution 
and political parties in these words: 

“It was clearly unrealistic to ex- 
pect healthy democracy on a West- 
ern pattern in a country where only 
16 per cent of the population could 
read and write. Democracy without 
education is hypocrisy without lim- 
itation.” 

It would undoubtedly have served 
to irritate the President to remind

have expressed the view, which 
other leading Pakistanis have talked 
themselves into, that the most im- 
portant if not the only reason for the 
existence of India and Hinduism is 
to be against Pakistan and Islam. 

A psychologist, looking at the 
facts, probably would conclude that 
if anything was true, the reverse 
was. For many visitors in Pakistan 
have come away convinced this is a 
country with a psychosis. It is the 
result of what happens when there 
is no positive foundation for being 
and compensations must be found 
elsewhere, often in negative reasons. 

For awhile, earlier this year, it 
appeared that Pakistan wasn’t even 
for these saving alliances—the Bagh- 
dad Pact and SEATO—or for mem- 
bership in the British Common- 
wealth, except insofar as the gov- 
ernment could get what it wanted 


out of them. This was when the 
lately deposed Prime Minister Malik 
Firoz Khan Noon made some rather 
startling statements in Parliament 
about true Pakistani feelings at a 
time when India was getting a new 
loan from Washington and the Kash- 
mir question seemed deader than 
ever to the rest of the world. 

No great nationalist movement or 
even plan led to the creation of 
Pakistan in 1947, as they did to the 
founding of India and other new 
nations of Asia. Pakistan was pri- 
marily a reaction against India, en- 
gendered by the powerful Moslem 
League as a counter against the Con- 
gress Party of Gandhi and Nehru. 

As a nation, Pakistan has had no 
guiding philosophy, right or wrong, 
such as India’s non-violent dem- 
ocratic socialism. The proclaimed 
reason for being is to provide a 
Moslem state for the Moslems of 
India on the ground they would be 
dominated by India’s Hindu major- 
ity. This state was formed in a 
bloodbath in which over a million 
Moslems and Hindus were killed. It 
has never had a national election. 

The big landowners called Zam- 
indars control matters, and Pakistani 


. Officials actually discourage small 


farming. The Pakistani plan to at- 
tain self-sufficiency in food produc- 
tion by 1961 is dismissed by Amer- 
ican aid officials as “nonsense and 
they know it.” 


The water problem in West Pakis- 
tan is complicated by the fact that 
India controls the Indus River and 
its tributaries, and her own devel- 
opment program coulde reduce 
sharply the flow of water to the Pak- 
istanis by 1960. This dispute grows 
out of the long-festering split be- 
tween the two countries over Kash- 
mir, the emotional rallying point for 
both sides. 


Whatever the merits or demerits 


of both arguments over Kashmir, a 
deficit area in itself, Pakistan is on 
the short end of the existing situa- 
tion, which could become much more 
serious for her if the water contro- 
versy—the Indus rises in Kashmir—~ 
comes to a head without agreement. 

Thus, Pakistan’s inferiority com- 
plex about her national status is ag- 


gravated by her failure over an is- ~~ 


sue which has been magnified to 
the point where national self-respect 
is at stake. This causes Pakistan's 
search for friends in alliances and 
by stressing similarities with neigh- 
bors. The Arabs have been cool 
to Pakistan’s advances, however. 


The real tragedy of the situation 
by almost unanimous agreement is 
the arms race between India and 

~ Pakistan caused 

' by mutual dis- 

trust. And in this 

America is at least 
partly to blame. 

The United 
States gives Pak- 
istan nearly $50,- 
000,000 a year for 
arms—nearly half 
the total U.S. aid 
to that country— 
while 60 per cent 
of Pakistan's rev- 
enues are devoted to defense. India 
in turn feels she must maintain a 
sizable army. Meanwhile the vast 
majority of the populations of both 
countries are ill-fed, ill-housed and 
often in ill health, and little, espe- 
cially in Pakistan, is being done for 
them. 

But while Pakistan’ gropes for 
identity, her 85,000,000 people have 
been forced into the pattern that 
seems to characterize most of Amer- 
ica’s allies in Asia: control by a mil- 
itary maintained by U.S. aid and 
with not even the pretense to democ- 


racy that everyone talks about but 
is so little encouraged.

NEW YORK, Nov. 14 (AP) 
—For the first time since the 
Federal League era nearly half 
a century ago organized base- 
ball was confronted today with 
the threat of an independent 
third major league. 

New York City, virtually 
abandoning hopes of obtaining 
a National League franchise, 
set in motion the drive for the 
new i2ague. 

Baseball officials, already 
faced with such problems as 
controlling television, antitrust 
inquiries and collapsing minor 
leagues, met the surprise move 
with generally skeptical com- 


ments. Even baseball-minded 
‘people in major-hungry minor 
league cities viewed the pro- 
posal warily. 


Baseball Commissioner Ford 
Frick said, “Baseball is not 
going to be seldge-hammered.” 


Frank Lane, general manager 
of the Cleveland Indians, 
quipped, “First I think they 
have to catch one team before, 
they can catch eight.’ ’ 


But it was this inability of 
the nation’s largest city to 
catch a team to replace the 
Giants and Dodgers that 
touched off the latest bomb in 
baseball’s already simmering 
hot stove. 


Yesterday, William Shea, 
chairman of Mayor Robert Wag- 
ner’s committee on baseball, an- 
nounced at a press conference 
that the committee, convinced 
that it is getting nowhere in 
its bid to land a National 
League franchise, would start 
negotiations for a third major 
league with an unnamed Na- 
tional League executive. 


Shea insisted that the com- 
mittee would like to see the 
league formed with the _ co- 
operation of the current ma- 
jors, but added that he felt 
New York had run into a blind 
alley in efforts to acquire an 
existing National League fran- 
chise or gain one through N.L. 
expansion. He accused Presi- 
dent Warren Giles of evasive 
action in New York's bid. 


‘Good, But Not Timely.’ 


The concept of a third major 
league is not new. Frick is for 
it. Most of the club owners 
favor it. But the general feel- 
ing is that the time is not ripe 
and there are not sufficient 
players or 
sites available. 

Giles said last night, ‘I fully 
appreciate the desire of New 
York for a National League 
franchise and have felt that 
would come about in the fore- 
seeable future. But it will not 
be accomplished by threats... . 
Forming a third major league 
in or out of the present base- 
ball structure is easier to ac- 
complish through a press re- 
lease than actually getting the 
cities, parks and players.” 

Yet Shea said the impetus 
for the third league movement 


came from within the National | 


League. 

“About 10 days ago,” said 
the New York attorney, “I re- 
ceived a visit from an import- 
ant National League executive, 


whose name I cannot divulge. | 


He assured me that if New 
York were willing to lead the 
way in the formation of a third 
major league, he could put me 
in touch with people who are 
eager and financially able to 


promote big league baseball.” |

The do-it-yourself craze is 
burgeoning into a_  grow-it- 
yourself trend, not only to 
combat the high cost of living 
but as a challenging and satis- 
fying outlet for week-end en- 
ergies, the New Yorker con- 
tended. 


The leisurely “gentleman 
farmer” of yesteryear is being 
supplanted by a new crop of 
suburban farm buyers. The su- 
burban farmer can afford acre- 
age within reasonable com- 
muting distance of the city 
since his executive position 
gives him maximum odd-hour 
advantage of improved high- 
ways.

“Within the ranks of real 
estate, many dealers have rec- 
ognized the advantages of ad- 
vancement in farm specializa- 
tion,” Tysen said. He pointed 
out the case of a Pennsylvania 
broker who studied the growth, 
weather, land, blight and all 
marketing factors of Christmas 
tree farming so closely that he 
is now considered to be one of 
the nation’s experts. 

“Knowing well and believ- 
ing in what you sell will always 
be profitable,” Tysen declared, 
“but applying specialized 
knowledge and suggestions to 
a prospective buyer returns not 
only dollar profit but propor- 
tionate profit in reputation.” 

Finding the buyer for the 
small, medium or large farm is 
no longer a local and “neigh- 
borly” limitation, according to 
the speaker. In marketing 
farms in Virginia, for example, 
one firm has found its mast 
responsive market in the Mid- 
west. 

A Previews brochure for a 
farm in upper New York state 
brought bids all the way from 
San Francisco to Salzburg, 
Germany. Tysen believes that 
the increasing ease of trans- 
portation plus industry's decen- 
tralizing plans in _ locating 
plants will stimulate the nearly 
nonchalant attitude the average 
American takes toward relocat- 
ing hundreds or thousands of 
miles from his parental home- 
stead.

where else.” Warne said. 

Warne, a former Assistant 
Secretary of the Interior, who 
has headed the economic as- 
sistance mission to Korea for 
two and a half years, was in 
St. Louis to confer with uni- 
versity officials in connection 
with its three-year contract 
with ICA for the Korean edu- 
cational assistance project. 
Warne was optimistic about 
the capability of the South 
Koreans to develop their econ- 
omv along modern lines, de- 
spite the handicap of 36 years 
of Japanese domination prior 
to World War I and a com- 
pletely medieval economy be- 
fore that. 

“During the occupation 
there was some industrial de- 
velopment in South Korea, but 
the Japanese discouraged any 
Koren participation from the 
standpoint of management,” he 
said. “Supervision was exer- 
cised by the Japanese even 
down to the level of foremen. 
“As a result, when the Japa- 
nese pulled out, Korean iné 
dustry was left virtually with- 
out any skilled management 
personnel. Our job is twofold, 
to train Korean business men 
in modern methods and, per- 
haps more importantly, to set: 
uo long-range programs in 
their universities for teaching 
of business administration.” 
Warne considers the Koreans 


well-equip both physically 
and -menta to learn new 
methods. 


“They are good sturdy stock 
and they have proud traditions 
based on their own ancient 
civilization,” he asserted. “To 
me it was most unfortunate 
that many Americans who were 
in Korea during the hostilities 
brought home such erroneous 
concepts based on the abnormal 
conditions of war.” 

Under the Washington Unil- 
versity program, headed in 
Korea by Prof. Charles Gilli-« 
land, schools of business ad« 
ministration will go into opera- 
tion at both Seoul universities 
next February. Seven faculty 
members of the Korean institu.

From her file grew this book, full of good recipes, 
nostalgia and an occasional chuckle. 

The other book is not a chuckly book but a side 
splitting one, by Elinor Goulding Smith whose first two 
books were “The Complete Book of Absolutely Perfect 
Housekeeping,” and “The C. B. O. A. P. Baby and Child 
Care.” This one is “Confessions of Mrs. Smith,” and it 
deals with such aggravating problems as the failure of 
the frankfurter and roll people to get together on the 
number of each to put in a package, or what to do with 
excess kittens. 

There is some sort of limit on how many words you 
can reprint from a book. But this should give you the 
idea. From Mrs. Smith's chapter, “Memoirs of a Clothes 
Horse;”

Gene Tierney’s Conquest of Mental Iliness 


Star Is Recovered Now, Ready to Resume Acting Career—Tells How Her Troubles Piled Up 


Few film stars have been 
so dogged by tragedy and 
misfortune as lovely Gene 
Tierney, who is now starting 
on the comeback trail.

WESTPORT, Conn., 
Nov. 14 (AP) 


“WHEN I WAS ILL, I thought 
my emotional life was over for 
good,” says Gene Tierney. 
“That was not true. I'm well 
now, with plenty of hope and 
plenty of chance to find hap- 
piness.” 

And happiness to this beauti- 
ful green-eyed woman means 
the opportunity to resume her 
acting career, to bring up her 
10-year-old daughter in peace 
and security and, if the right 
man comes along,’ to fall in 
love and marry again. 

For most of ‘the past three 
years, Gene Tierney has been 
a patient in two mental insti- 
tutions. For six or seven years 
before that, she had been ill 
and because she determinedly 
ignored the symptoms, grew 
constantly worse. 

But at the end of the sum- 
mer, Miss Tierney, with pass- 
port of health and visas to a 
new world in good order, 
emerged from the Menninger 
Clinic in Topeka, Kan., ready 
and eager to return to her 
place on the nation’s motion 
picture and television screens 
and to pick up her fufctions 
as mother and breadwinner for 


her family: Daughter and 
mother. 


Behind her are almost 20 
years of personal tragedy— 
heartbreak, crisis and, curious- 
ly for a famous and successful 
motion picture star, failure. 
Ahead of her, she feels strong- 
ly, lie the serene, productive 
years of her life. She’s now 38. 


Gene’s sultry, exotic beauty 
shot her to stardom before she 
was 20: In the 14 years be- 
tween 1940 and 1954 she made 
some 30 films, was rated—as @ 
sex symbol antedating Marilyn 
Monroe — one of Hollywood's 
top box office names. Her 
mental breakdown, however, 
cannot be scored as another 
black mark against the West 
Coast film city and its frantic 
mores, 


“My doctors say that my ca- 
reer had absolutely nothing to 
do with my Illness,” says Miss 
Tierney today. “They tell me 
I handled it as a mature per- 
son. 


“Perhaps the most important 
lesson I had to learn wag to 
admit and accept defeat,” she 
explains. “In the other days 
I felt J had to stand up to any 
situation and take it. I felt 
I had to put up with the im- 
possible and try to resolve it. 
I had to learn to say, ‘I can't 
solve that: I give up.’” 


Hollywood, however, provided 
the dramatic background against 
which Gene silently and secret- 
ly fought a losing battle against 
the steadily worsening illness. 
When she finally surrendered, 
it was after a series of emo- 
tional blows which, in succes- 
sion, involved her close rela- 
tionship with her beloved fa- 
ther, her first-born child and 
her husband. 


Still under age, but an im- 
portant film star, Gene met, 
fell in love arid eloped to Las 
Vegas with Oleg Cassini, now 
a famous New York dressmak- 
er but then a struggling studio 
designer. An unknown then, 
Cassini was notable for an obso- 
lete White Russian title inher- 
ited from his mother’s family, 
and the fact he had briefly 
been the fourth husband of a 
rich patent-medicine heiress. 

The elopement precipitated 
a family crisis. The Tierneys 
had been a well-to-do New York 
and Connecticut family of some 
social standing. Slight, thin- 
faced and foreign-looking Cas- 
sini had not reached the jus- 
tice of the peace by the usual 
Hotchkiss-Yale, Lawrenceville- 
Princeton or Groton - Harvard 
routes. 


The marriage ended the 
guardianship of Tierney pere, 


and quarrels about this and oth- 
er matters permanently alien- 
ted Gene from him. 

Soon after Gene’s own mar- 
riage, her parents were di- 
vorced after 25 years of mar- 
riage. 


“I loved my father,” says 
Gene in a level voice. “So 
when I was disillusioned in 
him, I was heartbroken.” 


Two years later came a sec- 
ond, stunning blow: Her daugh- 
ter Daria was born mentally 
retarded due to a bout with 
German measles Gene suffered 
during her pregnancy. 


“Where there is no hope, 
there is no despair,” says Gene. 
“But it took me a long time 
after my child’s birth to come 
to know this.” 

Daria was born in 1943. 


“I kept hoping and hoping 
that something could, be done, 
that some miracle would make 
her whole,” says Gene. “And 
as long as I held that hope, 
there was agony. It was only 
later— much later—that I 
faced the fact there was noth- 
ing to. be done. When I lost 
the hope, the despair began to 
leave me, too.” 

Early in her pregnancy, 
Gene entertained troops at the 
Hollywood Canteen, and two 
weeks later came down with 
German measles. 


A year after Daria’s birth, 
Miss Tierney was approached 
by a woman marine who bur- 
bled enthusiastically about 
meeting Gene at the canteen, 
adding roguishly that she had 
broken quarantine to attend 
the show. 

“Tl hope you didn’t catch 
German measles,” she said. 

“I felt numb,” recalls Gene. 
“T said, “Thanks, I did get 
them.’ That's all... What else 
could I say?” 

In addition’ to this abiding 
sorrow—Daria is so retarded 
mentally that her lifetime must 
be spent in an institution — 
Gene’s marriage to Casssini 
was not working out well. 
There were estrangements and 
reconciliations, but at base 
there was a clash of tempera- 
ments. One of the roots of 
Gene’s problems has been her

play. One memento of her ill- 
ness is a framed watercolor in 
the hall of the charming Tier- 
ney home. 


“It’s curious,” she says, look- 
ing at the gay, floral still life. 
“I painted a lot—and quite 
well—when I was most ill. I 
don’t even know how to handle 
a brush now that I’m well.” 

With her two poodles, Ram 
and JolMny, trailing her, she 
goes back to a corner of the 
living room, sinks into a wing 
chair and resumes knitting a 
sweater for daughter Tina. 


“It takes time to get over a 
mental illness and few people 
can afford the best care,” she 
says. “From now on I'll do 
everything I can to help the 
cause: Talk about it, help raise 
funds. You can lose an arm or 
a leg and it really isn’t so bad. 
To lose your mind is the most 
dreadful thing. The mind is 
the most beautiful part of the 
body and to lose it is the 
greatest tragedy.”

The New Films 


Intelligent Drama 


“HOME BEFORE DARK,” at the ST. LOUIS THEA- 
TER, is a very lucid, literate and absorbing account 
of how a married woman, just out of a mental hospital, 
desperately needs love but instead encounters only cold- 
ness on her husband’s part which al- 
most sends her back again. 

This theme, of course, could be just 
soap-opera material. But Eileen Bassing, 
the author of the novel from which this 
stemmed, and who wrote the screenplay 
with her husband Robert, has delved deep 
: into the torments of her heroine, so that 
it isan intelligent and sympathetic report on an arresting 
situation. Director Mervyn Leroy has brought all the peo- 
ple into vivid life and sharp focus, so they’re fullblooded hu- 
man beings. There is no pressing to make the husband, 
and the heroine's step-sister, with whom he is perhaps 
unconsciously in love, the heavies. There is no particular 
high dramatic tension, but rather, a very human narrative. 

As the distraught heroine, Jean Simmons gives one 
of the top acting performances of the year. Each nuance 
of her shifting mentality is strikingly recorded. First there 
is her determination to stick to normality, an assertion of 
a natural sweetness and wisdom. Then there is the gradual 
losing of her grip under strain, her confidences to the two 
men who actually are sympathetic toward her, her fears 
and suspicions that her husband is trying to drive her 
back into madness, her subconscious drive to emulate her 
sister which climaxes in her breaking down ludicrously 
in the ballroom of a Boston hotel. It is a vital, deeply 
realistic and compelling piece of work. 

The best has also been brought out in the rest of the 
east. Dan O’Herlihy, as a philosophy professor at a small 
New England college, who simply has lost his love for 
his wife because her mental state appalled him; is cold, 
correct, precise and quite repelling. Efrem Zimbalist Jr., 
as a philosophy instructor boarding at his superior’s house, 
who really understands the struggle Jean is going through, 
is a perceptive and intelligent actor. Steve Dunne, as an 
alcoholic banker friend of the girl, one still in love with 
her, has a definite charm. Rhonda Fleming, probably the 
most beautiful red-head on the screen but turned blonde 
for this picture, is cool, self-satisfied and smugly virtuous 
as the step-sister who knows she’ll finally land the pro- 
fessor. 


This is the type of civilized, adult drama we ought to 
see more of. 


Violent and Sadistic 


That anyone would be old enough to be Gary Cooper's 
uncle, and still be tough enough to run a gang of mur- 
dering Western outlaws seems improbable, but that’s what 
Lee J. Cobb plays in “MAN OF THE WEST,” at LOEW’S 
STATE. Lee and Gary make a perfect 
harmony team. Gary, as a reformed out- 
law made prisoner by his uncle, doesn’t 
waste words. The dialogue writer has a 
vacation with him. Julie London as the 
singer made prisoner along with Gary 
and Arthur -O’Connell, an ingratiating 
4 card-shark, says to Gary something like 
this: “You're a man who can talk to me.” “Yup,” says 
Gary. On the other hand, Lee roars and fumes and spouts 
and erupts with Jovian laughter with all the outsized gusto 
of a John Barrymore playing Richard III. Lee is going to 
play a vicious, lecherous, murderous and treacherous old 
man to the hilt, if it kills him, which it finally does. None 
of this namby-nambying underplaying for him. 

Old Coop may be able to walk through one of these 
Westerns, but they’ve made it bloody and sadistic to keep 
him on his toes. It ends up with five very evil bad guys 
and a harmless old Mexican woman dead and Miss London 
apparently raped by the old lecher represented by Mr. 
Cobb. This is not the sort of Western for kids. For one 
thing, there’s an unnecessary scene in which Miss London 
is forced to shed her clothes (up to a certé@in point), by a 
gunman holding a knife to Gary's throat as a threat. 

Reginald Rose, who wrote “12 Angry Men,” did this, 
and Anthony Mann directed it, so it comes uncomfortably 
close to some pretty sordid realism. However, it has no 
dramatic purpose except violence. If you like that, there's 
plenty of it here.

In 1940 she married John 
Tomes, a shoe designer and son 
of the late Harry Tomes, presi- 
dent of the old Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co. Since they 
bought the place in Cedar Hill, 
Miss Vogel has become per-

South 
leads the deuce and if West 
plays the ten, dummy’s jack 
forces East’s high card and 
West's high card next falls un- 
der the ace. If West goes in 
with his high card, declarer on 
the next spade lead plays the 
jack through East's high card, 
dropping West's ten. 


2. South makes his no-trump 
game by not holding up on the 
opening lead. He sees that if 
East started with three hearts 
and the king of clubs, game 
may te won by holding up the 
heart ace until the third round; 
when East next gets in with 
the club king, he will have no 
heart to return. 


But South also sees that if 
he holds up, East may switch 
to spades after taking one or 
two hearts and this will put the 
contract down if the club 
finesse loses. 


Declarer therefore takes the 
heart ace at once, hoping that 
if the king of clubs is wrong, 
the hearts will be split, 4-4, 
The club finesse loses, but with 
the 4-4 heart split declarer 
loses only three hearts and a 
club trick. 


Declarer cannot gain by 
planning to hold up but once 
in hearts, for if East has only 
three hearts, he can switch 
immediately to spades to set 
the hand.

‘Peace,’ Soviet Style 


EN ROUTE TO NEW YORK, Nov. 14. 


PREMIER NIKITA KHRUSHCHEV seems to be at it 
again. His most recent idea, or suggestion, followed his 
meetings with the leader of the Polish Communists, Wla- 
dyslaw Gomulka. 


Mr. Khrushchev said the four-power occupation of Ber- 
lin should be terminated and that he would be ready to 
turn over to the East German Communist government all 
his occupation responsibilities in Berlin. Then the Western 
powers would deal with the East German Communist gov- 
ernment, according to his proposal. He said that the West- 
ern powers had violated évery provision of the 1945 Pots- 
dam agreement except for the Four-Power occupation of 
Berlin, and he thought it was time all of them did away 
with the remnants of this agreement. 


This ever-flowing stream of new proposals, 
which jump from subject to subject and place to 
place, seems to me to be designed primarily te 
confuse the public. The effort is to make it appear 
that the Soviet Union is constantly suggesting ways 
to bring about peaceful settlement of problems and 
that we and the other Western powers are con- 
stantly refusing to do so. 


It is an interesting game to try to figure out why the 
Soviet government, as represented by Mr. Khrushchev, does 
the things it does from day to day and what they are likely 
to do in the course of the next few weeks.

Tribune-Post-Dispatch columnist Walter Lippmann, follow- 
ing his recent visit to the Soviet Union, is extremely 
interesting, but I do not find from reading the articles 
that Mr. Khrushchev is saying anything very new. 


The Soviet leader talked to me about the ha- 
tred that the United States had for Communism 
and the fear in the United States of the Commu- 
nist type of economy, because, he claimed, Com- 
munism could give the people so much more than 
capitalism could give. This has, of course, still to 
be proved. And Mr. Lippmann’s quote from Mr. 
Khrushchev that the United States was “living the 
last years of its greatness” is, | am afraid, more 
wishful thinking than reality.

‘Wild Land’ at Possum Trot 


By Leonard Hall 
THERE ARE AREAS on our 
farm along the banks of Saline 
creek and around the ponds 
and in places where limestone 
glades come out above the sur- 
face which the dedicated agri- 


crowd in more forms of life 
than exist anywhere on the 
cultivated acres. 

Here are animals and birds, 
fishes and amphibians, insects; 
plants—all crowded together to 
use «he richness of so:‘, water 
and sunshine. Thus the term 
“waste land” is really a mis- 
nomer which man has created 
to designate areas from which 
he derives no quick money 
profit. It shows how often we 
use wrong yardsticks for our 
measuring. 


Here at Possum Trot we 
like to call these areas “wild 
land” rather than waste land 
and the term seems more ac- 
curate. Each area, interest- 
ingly enough, creates a small 
life community largely com- 
plete in itself and yet allied 
and blended with life forms 
on the land surrounding it. 
Perhaps the best example of 
wild land as against waste 
land is the Big Pond with the 
two or three acres around it 
that are fenced. The water 
itself is, of course; the home 
of more life forms than we 
could possibly count. But let 
us look for a moment at the
